Secretary of the Interior Cecil D. 
Andrus has made the statement that 
he does not plan to impose a blanket 
ban on the use of off-road vehicles on 
public lands. The basic question that 
must be addressed, however, is how 
much use is too much. I think we all 
agree that some restraints must be 
imposed to reduce the potential threat 
to some of the fragile lands that we are 
blessed with. 

The stories that you have been 
hearing refer to a recommendation by 
the Council of Environmental Quality 
to President Carter that he amend 
Executive Order #11644. I have let both 
the CEQ and the President know that 
feel this is not the proper way to solve 
this very serious problem. The 
concerned government agencies have 
the authority now to close specific 
areas that are in danger from overuse: 
The Bureau of Land Management is 
taking such action at the present time 
and I support the proposed regulations 
that they plan to implement in the 
near future that will control the use of 
public lands by large groups (25 
vehicles or more) and organizéd 
competitive events. These regulations 
do not ban such use but do require 
advance planning and coordination

ANAHEIM, CA, MAY 6 , 

Every Tuesday night 100 mil- 
lion Americans gather before 
the TV screen to watch a biker 
character named “The Fonz.” 
It is no accident that the star of 
America’s number one TV program 
struts around on a Triumph motor- 
cycle. If ever a two-wheeler captured 
the spirit of those “Happy Days” it was 
the clean-cut vertical twin from 
Meriden, England. Meanwhile, the 
brand that should be benefiting from 
all that free TV exposure had fallen on 
unhappy days. Labor, management, 
and finally political problems nearly 
scrapped the manufacture of Triumph 
motorcycles. But now the worst is past, 
and future supplies of Meriden 
Triumphs seem assured. 

I reach that conclusion after visiting 
the new Triumph distributor 
operation and meeting the boss-lady, 
Brenda Price, President of Triumph 
Motorcycle America, Inc. Charming, 
pretty, with some resemblance to the 
Queen, Brenda is married, but uses 
her maiden name in her career. She 
had been a Triumph Engineering 


accountant since the days of Edward: 


Turner, who retired in 1964. Brenda 
was hired by the Meriden workers to 
come, to the U.S. and set up the 
administration of their American 
sales. “We Triumph people do stick 
together,” Brenda says, recalling the 
struggle to keep the brand from 
following BSA, Matchless, etc. upon 
the scrap heap of British industry. 
Tom Cates, V.P. in charge of sales, 
affirms that they still have 500 loyal 
American Triumph dealers, and they 
intend to sell about 6,500-7,000 
Bonnevilles here this year. That's 
about one Triumph a month per 
dealer on the average . . . modest by 
Tokyo standards. “But right now we 
are giving parts priority,” Tom adds. 
Parts stocking, on a single model that 
doesn't change very much, will be 
centered in Anaheim, New Jersey, and 
a: new warehouse in Chicago. Fine and 
dandy. But we've heard promises from 
Triumph distributors before. Why 
should parts suddenly become 

available now? 
; "Because we have direct backing 
from the factory," Brenda Price 
explains to the skeptical reporter.

The battle for second place was led early in the race by Corky 
Keener (62) with Gary Scott (5) and Steve Eklund (11) close 


Gary Scott saved his best for last and got "just 
enough run to get a draft, shoot out and pass 
him (Steve Eklund) as we came off the back 
straight on the final lap." The move held as 


Scott led Eklund and Corky Keener to 
victory circle in the AMA Grand 
National Championship/Camel Pro 
Series mile at San Jose. 

In a ' winners circle scene 
reminiscent of his clinching the title in 
1975, Scott basked in the crowd's 
chanting "Number One, Number 
One," and obliged them by the 
familiar gesture of an arm thrust 
skyward with a single finger pointing 
to the heavens. 

The National turned out to be as 
much of a race to see who had 
horsepower and who didn't as it did to 
see who had luck and who didn't. 

In the final five laps Lady Luck 
smiled or frowned or many. Steve 
Eklund had the power to win, but his 
ignition began to cut out on the final 
two laps, allowing Scott to pass. Mike 

. Kidd, after leading the initial 20 of 25 
8 laps, slowed with an unexplained 
problem that caused the chain to bind 


and finally jump off the sprocket while 
he was in third on the final lap. Corky 
Keener, after running a strong first 
half of the race, began to tire, but held 
a solid fourth. Kidd's retirement 
moved him to third. 

And what of Kenny Roberts and Jay 
Springsteen? They spent their day in 
the pits spectating. More on that later. 

Machinery wise, only Kenny 
Roberts monoshock was outwardly 
trick. Internally it had a lot of 
tinkering by Babe DeMay and Nick 
Deligianis, allowing Kenny to run 
gearing two teeth lower than last year. 
The factory Harleys all sported long 
intake manifolds and inside revisions. 
Ron Wood showed up with a pair of 
super sano Nortons. Hank Scott's Shell 
Thuet Yamaha had plenty of power to 
run with the pack in his heat, (without 
the OW72 heads which may still be 
seen) but was cursed with an 
unexplained problem of the engine

slowing after a few fast laps in both the 
heat and semi. Steve Eklund's Zannoti 
Enterprises Harley sported a Mario 
Zannoti-designed electronic ignition. 
("Once we get it dialed in all the 
Harley guys with mags can eat their 
hearts out.") Steve Morehead had his 
Edgar Fuhr "El Reverso" Harley which 
he tried in practice, but parked 
because of it running rich on the rear 
cylinder. 


Time Trials 

63 riders battled the clocks for the 
48 positions in the first everyone-who- 
qualifies-gets-$50 event. All future 
dirt Nationals will run under the same 
rule with (this year) the money coming 
off the top of the purse. 

Mert Lawwill, out of his semi- 
retirement at least for the time being, 
ticked the clocks with a new track 
record (37.069) followed by Chuck 
Palmgren, Steve Eklund, Jay 
Springsteen and Corky Keener. The 
Milwaukee marque took the top 12 
places with the Norton of Alex 
Jorgensen breaking the stranglehold at 
13th fastest. 

Unlike years past, the National had 
been cut to a 16-man field from 20, a 
move that made little happiness with 
the riders. Three riders from each heat 
would receive direct transfer to the 


National with two each from the semis 
making up the final field. 

The first heat set the tune of the day 
which would be close, furious racing 
with the winner, more often than not, 
decided in the final feet of the event: 
Corky Keener took Heat One after à 
10-lap duel which saw lead swapping 
all over the mile track. Kidd led from 
the green light with Keener in tow. 
The duo quickly turned into a quartet 
and then a septet with Garth Brow, 
Mert Lawwill, Hank Scott, Scott 
Drake and Bubba Rush all joining in: 
Kenny Roberts, on his much slower 
spare (after having a rod poke a hole 
in the cases in his number one bike in 
practice) did five laps and then slowly 
rolled into the pits. Latar he would say 
that three days of flu had drained him: 
“I knew after the first practice that it 
would be hard to ride today.” That his 
good bike was broken figured in also. 
In the mid laps Hank Scott powered to 
the front and just as quickly dropped 
back leaving Kidd and Keener to 
finish the battle. Keener did with a 
move out of Turn Four to hold Kidd at 
the line. It was so close that initially 
Kidd was credited with the win. 
Rookie Expert Garth Brow took the 
final transfer only a few feet behind. 


Chuck Palmgren scooped up the 
win in the second heat in another,

thriller joined by Ted Boody and Steve 
Morehead. The trio played swap 
throughout most of the race with 
-Palmgren making a high, almost 
cushion line work to close the door on 
a majority of Boody's moves. Boody 
got by on lap seven, Palmgren closed 
on lap eight to side by side at the finish 
line and then took the lead. On the 
final lap the pair started even and 
stayed that way through the first turns, 
down the back chute and into turn 
three where Palmgren went low to 
block with Boody high. Boody slipped 
off the groove and Palmgren was home 
with Morehead third. 

In the third heat the action 
remained frantic with only the names 
of the players changing. This time it 
was Gene Romero, Skid Aksland and 
Steve Eklund playing the lead with 
Paul Bostrom, Phil McDonald and 
John Hateley trying to spoil their 
performance. The trio played draft 
and slingshot with Romero the master 
at, the back chute slingshot and dive 
into turn three. Aksland, in his first 
National ride on a Harley, stayed right 
with the action to take his share of the 
lead. By lap seven Eklund had 
established himself in the lead-eaking 
out a precious five bike leading to keep 
Romero from his draft. Gene kept 
second with Skip third. 











Jay Springsteen got the jump in the 
final heat of the day with Rex 
Beauchamp literally blowing past him 
for the lead on the back straight. 
Springer made it to turn three before 
the main bearing went, leaving him to 
push back to the pits with his first 
engine failure in a year. Shrugging 
characteristically he said, "Now it's 
time to drink beer and watch." Billy 
Eves had settled into second with Gary 
Scott third by lap two and Randy Goss 
very close. Eves held Scott on lap four, 
but Scott was not to be denied and 
took second on the next go around. 
The trio began to pull away with each 
equidistant of the other leaving the 
battling to Randy Goss and Rob 
Morrison for fourth with Darryl Hurst 
and Terry Poovey moving in. The nod 
for fourth went to Morrison. 


Semis 
The most evenly matched races of 


the day and some of the best action 


came in the semis as Mike Collins and 
Alex Jorgensen took the transfers from 
the first do-or-die bash with Phil 
McDonald and Paul Bostrom holding 
sway in the final match. 

Collins took the race right down to 
the wire, holding a one-bike 


advantage over Jorgensen, who had 
perhaps a half-bike lead over Bubba

Rush with Rickey Campbell, Scott 
Drake and Hank Scott hovering closé 
behind. 

Rob Morrison looked set to take a 
transfer spot in the final semi until his 
bike quit on lap seven. Until that time 
he had held or battled for the lead on 
almost every lap. Randy Goss was an 
early challenger as was Phil McDonald 
and then Vern Johnson with Paul 
Bostrom adding. his power in the 
closing laps. McDonald pulled away 
after Morrison's departure while 
Bostrom moved past Johnson on the 
final lap and held him off until the 
flag. 


Trophy Race 

"It's not the National, but it is 
winning." Scott Drake and his Fred 
Perry-tuned Harley from Harley- 
Davidson of Warren (Ohio) turned in 
the win in the Trophy Race, holding 
off Hank Scott, Vern Johnson, Bubba 
Rush and John Hateley. The race 
opened with Rush taking the lead for 
the first two laps then turning it over 
to Johnson, who gave it back to Rush. 
On lap five Drake took the point only 
to be dropped a spot by Johnson. Rush 
then pressured Johnson until Drake

Suzuki’s Roger DeCoster, working toward his 
sixth World Championship title, hit the trail in 
top form with a 1-3 score for 25 points on the 
mountain circuit of the Motorclub Sittendorf 


near Vienna in Sunday's Grand Prix of 
Austria. 


: Cold weather, snow flurries and 
high winds on Saturday greeted all 
who came to Austria for the first 
round of the 500cc World Champion- 
ship. But Sunday morning dawned 
calm, warm and sunny, much to 
everyone's delight. 


DeCoster wasted no time getting 
down to business and posted fastest 


qualifying time with a lap of 2.32 flat. 
Second was Hakan Andersson at 
2.35.5 then Sigi Lerner and Gerrit 
Wolsink with 2.35.8 and .0, and 
Noyce, Heeren, Karsmakers, Lackey 
and Banks all with 2.36.0 to .8. Jaak 
rounded out the top 10 with 2.37.1. 
Mikkola, Weil and Bauer all had 
2:375. 


When the gate dropped for the first 
GP of the season it was Gerrit Wolsink 
who blasted his “Captain Boche’-

tuned factory Suzuki into the lead. 
Pierre Karsmakers also got a good 
start and had his Ed Scheidler/Piet 
Mies tuned U.S. Yamaha in second. 

Both DeCoster and Lackey got bad 
starts, Roger's due to his Suzuki jump- 
ing out of gear three times from 
heating up while waiting on the line 
for all the riders to line up and Brad's 
bad start due to the fraction of a 
second called bad timing. Roger and 
Brad got to the first corner in mid- 
20th place and Roger wasted no time 
to rush through traffic to overtake at 
least 10 riders before he completed the 
first lap. 

Brad's factory Honda was fitted 
with special built Konis and on this 
hard gnarly track they weren't doing 
what they were supposed to do. His 


rear wheel bounced around like a pogo . 


stick. 


Heikki Mikkola was out of the top. 


10 at around 15th on the first lap but 
he quickly brought his Heikki Penttila- 
tuned factory Yamaha up front with 
the leaders. 

Heikki kept coming until he passed 
Pierre 25 minutes into the race, but 
two laps later his front wheel hit a 
deep rut sideways and he fell off and 
stalled his engine. He remounted and 
got going with Pierre slipping back 
into second place. 

Graham Noyce got'off the line in 
good shape but in the first right hand 
turn he got bumped from behind and 
stalled his Maico’s engine. He was 
hauling in the first 15 minutes then he 
began dropping off the pace for the 
middle third of the race. With about 





15 minutes left to go he gassed: iit 
again, then a CZ rider passed him and 
crashed, then Andersson passed him 
and Graham passed him back. Graham 
said after the race that he had lost his 
total concentration and the fast lines 
but then suddenly picked it up again. 

Up ahead of the pack, Wolsink was 
still hauling with Pierre in contact but 
not gaining. With four laps to gó 
Roger put his Kiyo Yamaushi tunéd 
Suzuki in overdrive. In sixth place, he 
held it wide open to move past van 
Velthovan, Bauer, Mikkola and when 
the two lap sign went up he had passed 
Pierre. Roger never let off and kept it 
WFO in his sprint to catch Gerrit. The 
challenge never happened. On the 
start of the last lap Gerrit held the 
lead, but then disaster struck. A chain 
guide bent from a rock or a deep hard 
rut threw his chain and he had to stop 
to put it back on. He got going but on 
the second big uphill, three quarters.of 
the way up, the chain was spit off 
again and Gerrit had all he could 
handle to keep he and the bike from 
tumbling back down the hill. Roger 
got by for the lead, Pierre kept his race 
pace and maintained second, 15 sec- 
onds behind R.D. and battling Heikki 
as they crossed the line side by side in 
48.14 and 48.15.36. 

It was a tight finish for fourth, as 
Bauer and van Velthovan decided 
fourth place by only a second with 
Bauer winning out. Noyce held on.to 
sixth and Gerrit saw his 15 points 
crumble to seventh place and four 
points. 

When Roger's bike was back in the

World Champion: 


The Roger DeCoster Story... 








Roger won his first 500 International motocross at Aalst-St.- 


Truden, Belgium, in 1966. The fans were, obviously, on his side. 


motocross politics, no money, and a flaming temper... 


itle holder Jef Teuwissen was the 

favorite during the entire -1966 

500cc Belgian Championship. 

The “pilote” from Limburg force- 
fully confirmed his intention to retain his 
champion's crown. Teuwissen won the 
first race on April 9th convincingly, beating 
Walter Baeten and Alex Bal, heavyweights in 
international racing. 


More than four months later, at the last of the 
eight races on the national competition calendar 
(at Aalst-sant-Truden), Jef Teuwissen still was 
top-rated in 500cc championship points. But at 
the same time, ever since the fourth race of the 
series at Ostende in June, a young rider named 
Roger DeCoster had begun to frequently place in 
the upper ranks of the international riders 
contesting that championship. 

In fact, after having taken a third in the sand 
dunes around Fort Napoleon at Ostende, 
(following sand course specialists like Sylvain 
Geboers and Jef Teuwissen), DeCoster had added 
to his list of victories three successive firsts in the 
Belgian championship series. Teuwissen who 
had not exactly been handed the first race at 


Aalst-sant-Truden maintained a four-point 
lead over DeCoster, 32 to 28. 

What this meant was that to win the Belgian 
Championship, Roger DeCoster had to finish at 
least second in this final race and that 
Teuwissen couldn t finish in front of him. 

Teuwissen’s position was obviously more secure 
than DeCoster's. But at the sametime, Roger was 
confident that he had a good chance at the 
championship. 








DeCoster had already learned that he had to 
fight the motocross game strictly on his 
own. For.12 months, he had concurrently been 


involved in the fight for the 250cc National 
motocross title and had a good chance to beat the 
current title-holder, Bultaco-mounted Marcel 
Wiertz. But, Roger's nominal CZ teammate, Joel 
Robert, didn't hesitate to block during races to 
help assure his close friend (Wiertz) of another 
Belgian championship. 

Finally, in the last 250cc race on the muddy 
circuit at Rixensart, Belgium, Roger had beaten 
Marcel Wiertz in the racing, but Joel Robert 
managed to arrange things like changing his 
riding style — so that DeCoster was forced into a 
crash. Sure, it wasn't a hard get-off. But it was 


enough to make DeCoster lose the title. ў 

“It was a particularly rough-experience,” said 
DeCoster later, “During that race, immediately. 
after the finish, 1 could have shot Joel. Before the 
start I was duly informed of his intentions with full 
knowledge that he would favor Marcel Wiertz, 
But afterwards, mentally going over it again and 
again in my foul mood, in taking apart piece-by- 
piece the mechanisms of the traitorous move of 
which Fd been the victim, I came to the 
conclusion that if Joel was going to ride that way, 
then he had better start watching out for me, too, 

"Actually, he did me a great service at 
Rixensart. The rest of my career would be marked 
by the effects of that forced crash. In acting like 
he did, he increased tenfold my ambition and my 
desire of making it in international motocross. I 
got ride of my last mental shackles. 

"Counting only on myself . . ." Roger repeated 
it, convincing himself during the days preceding 
the decisive motocross battle at Aalst-sant- Truden 
for the 500cc championship. He asked for 
nothing. He looked only to himself for help. He 
was confident and resolved. He did not concern 
himself with the information he received that Joel 
Robert was warming up again to favor Teuwissen 
with his knock-down riding. 














Аз the competition drama unfolded, the 
existence of the Robert- Teuwissen coalition was 
confirmed. But, this time, the title did not escape 
DeCoster. As it turned out, there was to be no 


classic duel with Teuwissen for the championship. | 


Only a few laps into the first heat, the Limburger 
disappeared from the circuit after a whecl started 
breaking up. 

Roger alsó had the pleasure of leaving. Joel 
Robert way behind. DeCoster rode carefully, 
conserving his machinery, in both motos. He 
finished second, and won the national title. 

After this achievment, there was no longer any 
question of staying on the Belgian national 
circuit. Roger turned for the first time to Grands 
Prix. for the 250cc World Championship, 
supported by the Belgian CZ importer, Ets. 
Codiva, and owner Walter Deutsch. More direct 
help came from Jose Manset. "All were ready to 
give Roger that indispensable helping hand to get 
him into Grands Prix. Roger began his first year 
of education under the International Racing 
Plan. DeCostér expected to profit from the 
opportunity by showing that he really was one of 
the most promising young riders in motocross. 

At that time, DeCoster's list of accomplishments 
included three Belgian championship titles: 50cc 
Expert Observed Trials; 50cc Junior, followed by 
50cc Expert motocross. DeCoster had also swept 
the opposition jin 500cc Senior motocross. Still, 
there were hardly any racing, scene observers 
convinced that DeCoster had already achieved 
important milestones towards one of thé most 
brilliant careers in motocross. 

DeCoster was a motocrosser in the same vein as 
the greatest champions. "True, Roger was 
capricious and sometimes unstable, even scatter- 
brained. Maybe he was too reckless in the way he 
exerted his skill on the track. In fact, he was 
burning up with impatience in his desire to forge a 
place in thesun . . . for Roger DeCoster. 

“From the instant when Joel Robert became 
250cc World Champion, I. hardly slept anymore," 
explained Roger. "His irresistible progression with 
that triumphant string of wins for the 1964 250cc 
world title was, for me, an object of obsession. | 
wanted, in my own right, to succeed in the same 
way; to go straight through, without failing, to 
attain the identical goal. And 1 took any and every 
risk in competition to satisfy my ambitions. 

"I began to regularly ride way beyond my 


abilities, beyond the physical possibilities I. had: 


then attained. Sure enough, the direct result was 
that I. crashed, and then I crashed some more. 
There were a lot of crashes. The motorcycle itself, 
driven ruthlessly-in competition beyond the point 
it could endure, broke with incredible regularity. 

“I later discovered that Jawa had made some 
experimental, unproved mechanical changes to 
the bike which contributed to its coming apart 
under me during many tight battles for the lead." 

To equal Joel Robert. To surpass Joel Robert. 
That fixed obsession haunted Roger DeCoster and 
determined his methods of riding motocross for 
many years, until that exact moment when he 
could finally go to the start line of a race with the 
intention of being Roger DeCoster and no longer a 
"second Joel Robert." Almost imperceptibly, he 
began to acquire that indispensable stability of 
attitude; the settling down and concentration 
absolutely necessary to international motocross. 
The slow metamorphosis began to produce 
results, In the 1966 250cc Grands Prix, he applied 
himself to prove — to himself and to others 
that in the future he would be his own master. He 
began to ride for Roger DeCoster; not in order to 
be like Joel Robert. E 

"I am convinced that the season dedicated 
entirely to Grands Prix completed my basic 
schooling in motocross. It reinforced my 
experience in riding international competition at 
the highest level. I learned to dominate my 
emotions, to control myself. It toughened me up 
on the physcial level. It was no longer a question 
of forcing through the doors to victory, come what 
may, or even of whipping myself into a frenzy»to 
attain a high placing in a motocross. In fact, this 
was just the beginning of a personal development 
program with a very distant due date. To be sure, 
at the time, I didn't always apply myself strictly 
according to the reality of the situation or the 
accepted rules of behavior. Sometimes, I didnt 
succeed in remaining in control of myself and I'd 
start charging wildly with the. completely 
inglorious consequences that you can well 
imagine. I crashed." 

When Roger DeCoster rolled up to the start line 
of the East German Grand Prix at Apolda in July,

That 1966 season continued right up to the 16th of October at 
Eksaarde, Belgium, and the first 500cc international moto, when 


Roger did a flying get-off into a pile of fencing while 
a spectator who had jumped the fence.

Money. From the first moment of his life in 
sports, Roger understood its value and its power. 
As the oldest of five boys, from a working family of 
modest income, his most obvious future did not 
include the purchase of motorcycles for him by his 
family. The result was that in order to practice, or 
take part at all in his chosen sport, he could count 
only on himself to get the necessary funds together 
for racing expenses and a bike. 

The first consequence of these money problems 
that always stuck in’his throat came in 1961. It 
was his first official motocross.' The bike Roger 
was on, actually a 50cc velo, had definitely not 
come direct from the dealer's showroom. It was a 
Flandria that couldn't have been worth a loaf of 
bread on the open market. He had patched it 
together from parts picked up here and there to 
the point that the engine powering that bike had 
little-connection to the original Flandria motor. 


DeCoster’s debut in competition was less than 
shattering. That first season of campaigning 
Roger wasn’t exactly reaping in the glory. In fact, 
he contended only three races as a 50cc Junior on 
that machine. The results? He ended up with a 
third place overall at the Rhode-St.. Genese 
circuit. So much for racing achievements in the 
1961 season. 


Roger had acquired that Flandria 50 in April of 
1960, unknown tohi$ parents. He wasn't yet 16 
years old and he couldn't legally ride it. DeCoster 
didn't let that technicality stop him. He kept the 
machine in a friend's garage, then developed the 
following scenario: take the streetcar from his 
home in Uccle to a stop, near his co-conspirator’s 
house; jump on the velo and ride to school. Then, 
in the afternoon, the same course in reverse: via 
Flandria from St. Joseph’s Technical Institute to 
“his” garage, and the streetcar back to Uccle. 
Better than nothing. 

During the long winter months, Roger, always 
completely broke, began to put together a more 
viable motocross machine based on an Itom motor 
and built up from parts salvaged from his 
Flandria and other smashed-up bikes intercepted 
on. their way to the junkyard. 

“Those long hours during that winter. . . ГЇЇ 
never forget that. I didn’t have time for anything 
but that little motorcycle and motocross. Each 
time I could make an improvement to it, I'd be so 
proud and pleased. A lot. happier than 1 was the 
day I decided to talk to my parents about my 
ambitions to race motocross. They were 
completely opposed. My mother couldn't talk 
about anything but the dangers of racing. 

“To me, however, there was'no question of 
giving up. I wanted to race motocross; | would 
race motocross. My determination must have 
impressed my parents. Aware that they were not 
going to put an end to my fixation on the sport, 
they finally conceded. 

"But they gave in with the secret hope that my 
meager winnings and results, or the lack thereof, 
would discourage me from racing soon enough 
and thereby end what they considered total folly. 
They also knew that my financial means were 
more than limited. They were almost non- 
existent. It was well understood from the 
beginning that I had to pay for my racing. 

_ “In those 50cc races, I wasn’t out there to win so 

much as to make money by winning. I could no 
longer count on income from working Wednesday 
afternoons and Saturdays in the garage of Joseph 
Leick as I had for years. Still, the contribution of 
those years to my overall experience was not a 
negligible one: all the technical knowhow- picked 
up from wrenching in that workshop; the 
unforgettable pleasures of mounting a 
motorcycle, after repairs were completed, in order 
to take it for the indispensable test ride. Joseph 
Leick provided me with some particularly 
worthwile moments — through his shop and 
through himself. A very good guy... 

To reduce the expenses of racing, Roger went to 
the start line of the races in 1962 with a 50cc velo 
he chose because it was the cheapest ride around. 
On March 25th, at Tournappe, Belgium, Roger's 
first test run on the "new" bike stopped being a 
test. Roger had won his first motocross. 

"During that period, the Wonters brothers, 
Willy and Roger, helped me a lot. They were 
racing in the 50cc class, too, and when it was too 
far to the race for me to ride my bike to the 
course, they'd take my motorcycle on their trailer. 
With all that has happened since then, maybe 
that kind of help seems insignificant. but at that 
time . . , it wasthe only way I could race. 
in the garage where 


I'd do 


“Maurice Hoste, 
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some work now and then, helped me get through 
that difficult period that marked the beginning of 
my career by eliminating some of the hassles. The 
worst of them were financial — a disaster area. 
But in actual competition, everything was going 
the best possible for me in the best of all possible 
worlds. I felt like I was magic that first full racing 
season, and with good reason: I won overall eight 
times. I finished second five times; twice in third 
position; and had a fourth, two fifths, and a sixth 
to. back up the wins, out of a total of 21 
motocrosses. ‘At the end of the season, I had 
earned for myself the title of Champion of 
Belgium — in 50cc motocross.” 

During that fall and winter, Roger played, for 


‘the first time, the role of upstart that he was to re- 
-enact again and again. His enthusiasm and 


dedication for motorcycle competition was so 
great that he couldn't wait.to begin racing but 
began competing during the winter season among 
the ranks of the Observed Trials riders, specialists 
in the tricky game of feet-up riding over 
impossibly difficult sections. Enzo Bevilacqua was 
the Belgian importer for the Italian "BM" trials 
bikes. He also had a brother, Alfredo, who had 
spent the previous season battling with Roger in 
the 50cc motocross championship races. He was 
convinced that the young boy from Brussels would 
be a flash in Observed Trials riding. 

He put a "BM" trials machine at Rogers 
disposal and, sure enough, displaying his natural 
virtuosity on a motorcycle, Roger proceeded to 
demonstrate that he had the ability to compete 
with the best estalished riders in this refined area 
of motorcycle sport. i 

With characteristic fierceness, Roger quickly 
became an unexpected rival of the experts — and 
consequently an undesirable in the eyes of Jacky 
Ickx, for whom the national champion trials title 
had seemed trailor-made before DeCoster came 
into the feet-up game. Ickx went on to become a 
Formula One driver for Ferrari after his trials 
career. : 

“The first’ trial of the season, at Marcq-lez- 
Enghien, Jacky won. But I was second. The two 
following confrontations were both decided in my 
favor. Already, those who were not completely 
biased toward Ickx, could no longer doubt his 
insolent sense of superiority. On top of that, 
nothing was neglected in the effort to facilitate the 
task of Jacky Ickx, during competition. Andre 
Piron, one of the most remarkable and experience 
trials riders in Belgium, played guide for Ickx 
through -the observed sections of the trial. He 
uncovered each of the difficulties iñ the traps and 
demonstrated the way to overcome them. 
Moreover, Jacques Ickx, his father, and his 
mother, and his brother Pascal followed Jacky all 
throughout the length of the trial. 

“But he managed to take care of himself just 
fine as soon as, in my turn, I began to ride the 
observed sections. Then, one of them was 
constantly present as an observer in order to verify 
the scores against me as listed by the section 
worker$ so that not a single penalty point would be 
overlooked. ў 

“That presence, continuous surveillance, and 
espionage of the Ickx family had the worst possible 
effects on my concentration. What mattered then 
was that I was determined to get hold of myself 
and get down to work. ‘ r 

“I was certain that I was good enough to beat 
Jacky Ickx; and to make his access to the title a lot 
more difficult. The final decision didn't come 
until the last day of the season. It was not the 
decision I needed, however. I lost. Ickx was 
confirmed as 50cc Junior trials champ of Belgium. 
But I still wonder if there wasn't some messing 
around behind the scenes on that one. The official 
version was that we were tied on penalty marks 
lost. But Jacky Ickx had the higher number of 
“cleans,” observed sections in which no marks had 
been lost. That difference decided the 
championship. 

"The following year, I really savored my 
revenge. It was very clear that I had Ickx's 
measure on my way to winning the title of 50cc 
Expert trials champion. From.that period of my 
life, I've retained the habit of taking from every 
defeat the necessary stimulus for the next 
victory . . .'I don't like losing.” 

Finally, Roger DeCoster didn't have to dig into 
his own pocket to buy a motorcycle. For his second 
season in, trials, he had at his disposal a 50cc 
Morini and, moreover, a 50cc Gilera. He had 


never before been so well endowed with 


competition equipment. 
In that motocross season of 1963, as a 50cc 


Expert, he finally found the glory he'd been 
seeking. He gained a new national title, but it still 
didn't bring any, fortune along with the fame. 
Every franc won was already invested in updated 
parts and new spares to make his bike more 
competitive. 

Also, Roger didn't waste any time on his 18th 
birthday (the minimum age for a driver's license 
in Belgium) in acquiring a little Citroen 2CV 
truck: a ratty thing even at its best, with a canvas 
top and side windows. This vehicle was not at its 
best. In fact, it had been smashed up in an 
accident. Roger made himself proprietor of this 
parts collection and immediately set to work to get 
it rolling under its own power with some help from 
his brother Andre. They were successful and 
thereby ended his transportation problems. 

In 1963, Roger had closed his schoolbooks for 
good. To make enough money to practice and 
race motocross — the lack of funds was becoming 
more and more of a problem to him — he set 
out, regretfully, to find a job. He found one with 
the big Belgium industrial concern, Contigea. For 
a year, in spite of the difficulty he had in keeping 
attuned to the regular demands of a timeclock, he 
worked as a machinest. 

“There, I came to realize that I wasn't made to 
follow any trade that didn’t allow me complete 
freedom ‘of action. To become a professional 
motorcycle racer — that became my goal. That 
was the only way I could begin to feel right.” 

Roger quite Contigea to fulfill his military 
obligation in January, 1964, starting at the Marie- 


Henriette Barracks in Namur, Belgium, (the same 


Namur where he had seen his first motocross 
Grand Prix). After basic training, during which 
he had no problem getting weekend passes to 
compete in races on Sunday, he was assigned to 
the arsenal at Etterbeek. Since his military 
commander, Cmdt. Spoiden, knew about Roger's 
commitment to the sport, the young Belgian 
didn’t spend any weekends in the barracks. 

That spring DeCoster was the victim of an 
accident during an Observed Trials in France. It 
was serious enough to require a lengthy stay in the 
military infirmary and, finally, he was remanded 
to the care of his family doctor. But the 
convalescence was short. Roger just could not 
remain inactive. Despite the pain from an internal 
hemorrhage in his left thigh, he wouldn't for 
anything miss the ritual Sunday rendezvous at the 
motocross track. ; 

In the world of off-road competition, Roger 
DeCoster was now being considered with new 
respect. After two seasons in both motocross and 
Observed Trials, with the results already noted, he 
had become a rider worthy of drawing interest 
from the Belgian importers of the top 250cc and 
500cc motocross machines. First, the 
representative of the British “Greeves” marque 
tried to convince Roger to get a bike from him. 
Jose Manset did the same. It was the latter who 


was more convincing. Roger DeCoster began the 
1964 season mounted on a Czechoslovakian-built 
350cc Jawa. On the front of the machine was the 
500cc Junior Number 85. 

Roger had originally met Jose Manset during 
the unveiling of the new Czech Eso motocross 
machine at the Brussels Auto-Moto Salon in ‘64. 

“A few days later,” Manset remembers, “Roger 
approached me very timidly to ask if I could spend 
an evening at his house with Clement Deneef, who 
was then President of AMC Molenbeek, the racing 
club Roger was affiliated with. He wanted to 
continue thé*discussion we'd begun at the show. I 
offered Roger some very favorable terms toward 
the purchase of a 350 Jawa, a machine that had 
not yet been introduced in the Belgian market. 
When I left Roger and Clement Deneef some 
hours later, we had arrived at an agreement in 
principle. Anything beyond that depended on 
convincing Roger's father to co-sign the loan 
agreement for his son.” 

Roger DeCoster, the draftee, was still being 
bothered with money problems. 

"I didn't have a penny," said Roger later. “I 
had even given up the normal weekly night on the 
town which was the main entertainment for young 
men of my age. 

"My career as a motocross racer once again 
depended entirely on the consent of my father. It 
was one hurdle I wanted to get past as quickly as 
possible, too, since the little 50cc machines just 
did not provide me with any satisfaction any 
lo nger. Finally, Manset went to my house. He was 
a brilliant advocate for our cause and succeeded 
magnificently in the mission he'd taken on. He left 
with my father's agreement and, most improtant, 
his signature. We'd done it. I would have my first 
big bike ride. Immediately, it became apparent 
that the help provided by Jose Manset through the 
Codiva import group was significant. I owe them a 
lot, for sure." 

And so Roger began his efforts in "real" 
motocross. His baptism by fire came as a 500 
Junior in March, 1964, on the Biegracht circuit in , 
Waterschei, Belgium. 

"And what an initiation. I lined up, totally 
nervous in the first place because the circuit was 
all sand and the motorcycle was a 350cc (the 
biggest by far I'd ever ridden). I was also nervous 
about the start but overcame that problem by 
shooting from the gate like a cannonball, where I 
found myself in front of everybody. After half a 
lap, I made a very close inspection of the sand in 
one corner. I got back up immediately, charged 
off, and moved back up into third . . . where I 
crashed again. Completely used up by this point, I 
finally settled for 11th place. Only two good things 
came out of that race: that first outing was a 
moral success because I was determined to not 
take soil samples with my body 10 or 20 times in a 
moto like I had in this one. Then, the third time 
out in competition on the 350cc Jawa, I traded all 
those crashes for an overall victory. Man, I was 
walking on air . . ." 

When 33 riders qualified forthe Belgium Junior 
National championship, Roger was among them. 
He already had four overall wins to his credit 
when the series of eight rounds for the National 
500 Junior title began at Zolder. He won that first 
one. He also won the second contest at Eke. And 
the third. And the fourth. And at Tiegem, he won 
again, making it five out of five and becoming 
Bélgium Junior Champion with the maximum 
possible point total. 

Two days after winning the title on the 350 
Jawa, Roger DeCoster, the new Junior champ, 
and Jose Manset, his sponsor, had their first 
serious squabble. Since Roger did not receive 
some critical new parts he needed to prepare his 
Jawa for the next race at Mettet, he had to declare 
a forfeit and did not start. 

"That really hit me hard. That put me 
completely beside myself. I was mad. Manset was 
going to pay for this. I took all of the broken and 
used up parts that needed replacement, threw 
them in the back of my truck and charged over to 
the track at Mettet. I got into the pits and I found 
Jose Manset. I walked over and threw all the 
clapped-out parts on the ground at his feet. Then 
came the fight.” 


Today, Roger is seen as cool, collected, 
purposeful. Then, Roger was considered hot- 
headed, irrascible, and bad-tempered. That part 
of him is still there, just beneath the carefully 
cultivated surface calm. He works to restrain it. 
Sometimes he still explodes. 

"Sure, afterwards, I realized that it wasn't a 





good. — to do; that I'd been out of line, 
particularly with a sponsor. 
Whatever . . . During that time in my life, when 
any kind of incident came out of a problem in 
“motocross, I much too easily lost control of my 
words and actions. I would get furious and go into 
a blue rage.’ 

In September, 1964, on a circuit laid out in the 
city park of Hove, Belgium, Roger went into one 
of his blue rages, which he could no longer keep 
secret. He had only been riding as a Senior in 
Belgian motocross for a few weeks, but already 
had advanced to the level of the best riders in that 
more advanced category. In order to make it on 
time for the start of that race near Antwerp, 
Roger had made an all-night drive from Ehrfurt, 
East Germany. There, a few hours earlier, as the 
youngest member of the Belgian teams, he had 
won a Gold Medal in the first International Six 
Days Trial of his career, an event often referred to 

s “The Olympics of Motorcycling.” He was the 
only Belgian to finish the six days of competition 
with a Gold Medal, signifying he had lost no 
penalty marks during that time and performed in 
the top 30% of riders during the special 
elimination tests. 

Upon his arrival at Hove, Roger was both tired 
and hyper-nervous. During the race, he finally 
gave cause for all his rivals to lose any remaining 
illusions about him when, after the handlebar- 
rattling exit from the first turn, his motorcycle 
quit. He exploded. In a paroxysm of anger, he 
yanked off his helmet and threw it away. He 
battered the machine with kicks and blows while it 
lay there, inert, at the side of the track. Then as 
the anger went away, the tears came. Roger, 
crying with rage, returned alone to ‘the pits 
completely devastated, trying to pull himself 
together from an assault of sobbing hiccups. His 
stare was glassy and fixed. He looked completely 
lost, unconscious of the mob of people 
surrounding him. He couldn't find words to say 
anything to them. 

The Czech motocross star Jaromir Cizek, who 
was 250cc European champion and who spent 
many months in Belgium in 1964, had seen these 
angry outbursts of Roger's. Often, during the 
week, the two racers would practice together and 
Jaromir would offer critiques on Roger's riding. 

“Every time, I really caught hell from Jaromir. 
Whatever I did was never right. I rode too wildly. 
I was always up on the berm, banked way over, 
but not going through the corner. any faster. 
Sometimes I couldn't take it any more. Then, I'd 
blow up. I really came unhinged. But after a 
while, I came to understand the reasons why Cizek 
was so’ rough on me: he simply wanted to avoid 
having me get swell-headed. I didn’t know it all, 

et. 

The 1964 season marked a significant stage in 
Roger's life às a professional motoctosser. Already 
named 500 Junior Champion of Belgium in his 
first season, he soon applied for and got a Senior 
license. At the same time, he competed, at 
Woluwe-St. Lambert (Belgium) and Imola 


(Italy), in the first Grands Prix of his career. He. 
had made his entry into the circle of 250cc . 


International competitors. 


So, in a very short period of time, Roger 
completed a lot of important career steps upward. 
He couldn't wait any longer to act on his 
accomplishments but kept pushing in what he saw 
as a logical progression to the highest levels of 
world: motocross. Moreover, it was by now a 
certainty among those who knew him most 
intimately that it was a completely justified 
attitude. DeCoster was destined for world class 
competition. 

But, it seems that the powers at the Jawa- n 
factory were not so certain. They kept a grim 
silence and were still not convinced of his worth. 
There seems little doubt that behind-the-scenes 
actions and the attitudes of certain people to keep 
Roger off the official factory team were having a 
direct effect. Among these persons was Viktor 
Lahita, the Czech mechanic for Joel Robert, 
newly crowned 250cc World Champion. The 
success of his young rider (Joel was only 20. at the 
time) and the other means of exerting political 
pressure that his unique position had. permitted 
him to acquire, also permitted him to exercise an 
important influence on those who determined the 
amount of racing support a rider received from 
CZ. Viktor Lahita didn't exactly have a soft spot 
in his’ heart for Roger. In fact, the 
opposite . . . because Roger is not exactly the 
flattering type. Therefore, he did a very poor job 
of ingratiating himself with the competition 
department at CZ in order to benefit from any 
support or advantages beyond the absolute 
minimum. And from CZ, that minimum support 
can be very minimal, indeed. So, sure enough, 
there came the big confrontation between Roger 
and Viktor Lahita. The result? Well, Viktor made 
things very difficult for anyone and everyone who 
threatened his position of strength ‘as chief 
mechanic for the number one CZ rider and World 
Champion, Joel Robert. From that viewpoint, the 


“presence of Roger DeCoster on the list of CZ 


factory riders constituted a direct threat. Viktor 
Lahita opposed him stubbornly. For him; 
DeCoster was an undesirable member of the CZ 
team. One is almost afraid to ask to what extent 
Joel Robert himself was set against Roger by 
Viktor: 

Happily for Roger, he enjoyed the complete 
confidence of the Belgian Jawa-CZ importer. It 
was the Belgian importer who picked up Roger's 
contract and provided him with the machines for 
the 1965 season. 

It was a good deal financially for Roger who, at 
the beginning of February, 1965, put a premature 
end to his trials campaigning in order to contest 
the international motocross competitions already 
underway in Czechoslovakia. It was all part of 
preparation for the upcoming motocross season. 

Things were looking better for Roger in other 
ways, too. He took out both a 500cc and 250cc 
International license-and, immediately after his 
discharge from military service was made a 


DeCoster remembers: 


technical representative of Codiva, the Jawa- CL 
importers. Jose Manset arranged for him to have a 
new vehicle at his disposal, a Peugeot, that 
DeCoster could use not only on his rounds for 
Codiva but also to get to the races. The Peugeot 
was another financial advantage — and not one of 
the least. Finally, beginning in 1965 and on into 
1966, he made some money preparing and tuning 
other riders’ machines. 

“Financially, I felt a lot more at ease. In 
competition, I took 10 firsts. and nine second 
places. There were some other good finishes. It’s 
just that I couldn't begin to be even a little bit 
pleased with that 1965 season. My 360 Jawa let me 
down regularly. And I also had plenty of 
spectacular crashes. Especially on sandy circuits. 
So many times, the same thing happened. It could 
be summed up in two motos as first, a big head- 
over-heels crash and then, a mechanical DNF. It's 
true that my physical condition left a lot to be 
desired. That's understandable. During the week, 
I went to work. There was no question of having a 
chance to train. Added to that was being tripped 
up by Joel Robert, who favored Marcel Wiertz 
during the course of the 250cc National 
championship competition. 1 swore to my 
personal gods that all that would change." 

It was not an empty oath. Putting the winter 
months to his advantage, Roger spent almost 
every weekend finding the good lines around the 
sandy Keiheuvel circuit near Balen where he'spent 
hours trying to gain experience and perfect his 
riding on sand tracks. He also decided to give up 
more than just time in working on his physical 
condition. First, cigarettes and drinking went. 
Then, were added a regular training course in a 
gym, five kilometers cross-country running 
through the woods twice a week, and bicycle- 
riding everywhere. He toughened, hardened, and 
developed himself physically. 

The decision by Jawa to no longer entrust their 
motocross fortunes, or machines, to non-Czech 
riders did not present a very encouraging 
prospective for Roger. Finally, by 1966, only 
Vlastimil Valek, a Czech, had a Jawa сгоѕѕ- 
country bike suitable for motocross. At the Jawa 
factory, they began devoting all their efforts to the 
development and production of International Six 
Days Trial machines which were soon to become, 
and remain, dominant in that phase of the sport. 
Jawa was de-emphasizing motocross. 

Just as it had been the previous season, Roger's 
candidacy for the job of CZ, factory rider was 
again killed at the works. Happily, there was still 
the Belgian importer, Codiva. There he was 
offered not only a chance to have his contract 
picked up but also to ride Grands Prix, the next 
step in his competition schooling: 

It was a fortunate decision from which, 


eventually, the balance sheet came out more than 


satisfying. Out of 10 Grands Prix that first year, 
Roger was classified second overall once; third, 
twice; and took three fifth placées and a sixth. In 
the final standings for the 250cc World 
Championship, he was ranked seventh in his first 
season of Grand Prix competition. € 


| 250cc GP of France at Pernes-les-Fontaines 10 April 1966 


“The gash in my knee that I got at Dilbeek was just a bad souvenir. After three weeks of 
inactivity, I*was able to get back to action. But without any great delusions about my 
performance potential. 

“However, on the ultra-fast Pernes circuit there is a downhill which is approached over a 
dropaway jump of maybe 12 yards in the air. It turned out to be a good thing that I did fear 
that jump and its effects of my knee. 

“As it turned out, that strategic point on the circuit was responsible for a lot of my 
adversaries’ breaking or crashing that day. As I continued to ride cautiously and prudently, I 
finally ended up fifth overall in the GP. For the first time in my career, I had earned World 

, Championship points. Two of them. I felt like I'd just been decorated with a medal. Who 
wouldn't have?" 


250cc GP of Belgium at Mont Kemmel 24 April 1966 


"My selection to compete in the Grand Prix of Belgium was henceforth an established fact. I 
| had earned the honor of doing so. On a circuit that was terribly muddy and sticky, I was one 
of the few able to keep on going on two wheels. In the driving rain which inundated the 
course, I ended up finally being the only one who could threaten the final overall victory of 
Torsten Hallman. I was classified as the first Belgian, and an unexpected third overall. For 
the first time, I took a place on the victory podium. I was walking on air. One interesting 
detail from the Mt. Kemmel race: on that soupy, sticky course, the Japanese, riding for 
Suzuki, received their baptism by fire and water in Grand Prix racing. Koshima and his 
buddies were not exactly spoiled by their European debut, riding the impressive blue and 
silver Suzuki machines.” 


250cc GP of Switzerland at Broc 1 May 1966 


"It wasn't only because, financially, things could have been a lot better but also because I 
wanted to save all the money I could, that 1 decided to camp out in the pits at Broc. But it 
| was freezing all Saturday night and into Sunday. I didn't close an eye all night, as even my 
| body fluids seemed to congeal under the white blanket of hoar-frost. The next morning 1 


tried to warm up but it was useless. My lap times in practice were disastrous. 1 swore right 
then that never again would I camp out at a Grand Prix. Despite all this, when it came right 
down to it, I didn't come out of the two motos that badly. I had managed to pull down some 
more World Championship points thanks to a fifth overall." 


250cc GP of Czechoslovakia at Holice 8 May 1966 


"When I left for Czechoslovakia, I was ranked in fifth place in World Championship classifi- 
cation. So, at Holice, 1 had every intention of showing the gentlemen from the CZ factory 
how wrong they had been to neglect me and not put me on the offical factory team. I was, by 
then, totally consumed with the idea of turning in a great performance. But in the end, my 
nervousness and an excess of confidence destroyed my fondest illusions. In the first moto, I 
ended up in eighth place. And in the second confrontation of the afternoon, I got so furious 
— at myself and at everyone around me — that I lost control and crashed. Fortunately, I 
came out of it without any serious injury. Not exactly an impressive ride. My temper was still 


working against me." 
250cc GP of West Germany at Bielstein 15 May 1966 


"Due to a severe lack of impressive qualifying times, I found myself in a rotten position on the 
start line. I therefore attempted to improve my position when the gate dropped by bolting 
from it like a bullet. I was in third place, but I was still on the outside of the pack at the entry 
point to the first turn at the end of the start straight. I went into the corner at too high a 
speed and found myself on the ground. When I got back in the saddle, the last of the pack 
had already disappeared from sight. I took off after them. In a complete rage, I took some 
risks. But they paid off since, when the overall classification was made official, with Joel 
Robert the winner, I was, in spite of everything that had happened, in fifth." 


250cc GP of Holland at Markelo 22 May 1966 


"For sure, 1 was not exactly predisposed to producing impressive riding performances on 
sandy circuits. They hardly ever suited me. 1 fell and disappeared into the tail of the pack.

Knocked a little silly perhaps, I managed to get rid of my threatening fear of this type of 
course and, finally, I had little reason for complaint: sixth place overall in the sand.” 


250cc GP of Luxembourg at Schifflange 5 June 1966 


“This was the peak of my Grand Prix experiences in 1966. I finished second in the first moto, 
after a race-long duel with the reigning World Champion, Viktor Arbekov. The Russian 
acknowledged, after the race, that he never thought he'd be able to keep me behind him. I 
sensed that the overall victory was there for me to grab. However, my nerves once again 
played a rotten trick on me. I muffed the start badly in the second moto. On a course as 
narrow as Schifflange, any hope of passing seemed out of the question. Anyhow, since Joel 
Robert was counting on me to de prive Torsten Hallman and Arbekov of World 
Championship points by displacing them in the finishing hierrachy, I got back to the business 
of playing racer. I grabbed third place in the overall classification. But of prime importance, 
was the consolation of a moral victory in having shown that I was the best of the whole bunch 
that day.” 


250cc GP of Italy at Cingoli 12 June 1966 


“I finished second overall, producing my best results to date in Grand Prix competition. 
Morcover, without that crash a little after the start of the first moto, I was nearly certain-that 
I had a chance to grab the overall win which eventually went to Torsten Hallman. It was at 
this Grand Prix that I had one of my biggest scares. While we were scouting around the 
general area of the course on Thursday and Friday, Joel Robert and 1 could not believe that 
this 'plunge of death', a very impressive dropaway into a big hole, would be an actual part of 
the race circuit. This leap was made even deeper and longer by the abrupt, near-vertical 
walls that surrounded it. Then, on Saturday, the course now demarcated for the GP was open 
for practice. I proceeded around the track normally, right up to the edge of the precipice. 
There, sitting quietly on their bikes were Hallman, Joel Robert and a bunch of other ‘pilotes’ 
waiting to see what would happen to the first one over. There were at least a dozen of us 
sitting there when an Italian rider.appeared who, from all appearances, was going to go over 
and down that narrow, steep line to the bottom. He did. As one man, we dropped our bikes 
onthe ground and ran over tQ see where the intrepid rider and his bike were lying. 

"He was up on the footpegs and continuing on his^way. There were 12 very surprised 
Grand Prix ‘pilotes’, Moreover, the Italian didn't seem the least astonished or discomfited by 
the jump hé'd made. There was nothing to do but go for it. No one hesitated to follow his 
example. So, one by one, gripped with fear, we all made the plunge. Once, twice, then 
finally on every practice lap. In fact, though, it was necessary to calculate the front wheel's 
point of impact to within an inch or two. Whoever missed the second ledge on the dropaway 
could not help but crash. And what a crash . . . You can get an idea of the height, steepness 
and danger of the downhill in that, a year later, a Junior ‘pilote’ fell past that ledge and never 
got up again. 

“As for the race itself? After being let down by his bike while leading, Joel Robert went into 
such a rage that he started attacking the CZ witha hammer back in the pits, Nor did the 
Czech mechanics interfere. They were content to stand back and watch the scene from a 
discreet distance.” 


250cc GP of Poland at Szeczin 19 June 1966 


“I was nose-to-tail with the Russian, Shinkarenko. The duel between us two hard-chargers 
ended — as it probably could no other way — in a crash. I was furious. But when the giant 

* blonde Slav hurried over to me and offered me a hand up, my temper disappeared like a 
shot. We both started laughing like crazies. After working to get our machines disentangled, 
we joined in the spectators' discussions of what had really happened. 

"After the Grand Prix, in order to avoid a big detour which would take us halfway around 
the country on our return route, Joel and I decided to go through East Germany and across 
the border at the. Frankfurt-am-Oder checkpoint. That border crossing post is normally 
limited to Swedes, Finns, Danes, and Norwegians — another peculiarity of the East German 
border hassles. After a long wait, we were authorized by the Polish guards to cross the Oder 
bridge that led to the East German checkpoint. There, the East German guards 
wouldn't let us across and sent us back to the Polish side. The Polish guards wouldn't let us in 
because we didn't have the proper entry visa for Poland. On the East German side, the 
military police wouldn't even pay any attention to us after that first denial. Joel got excited 
and started grabbing the border guards by the arm and shaking them to get their attention. I 
still don't understand how we stayed out of an East German prison that day. Finally, after 
some more trips back and forth across the Oder bridge, battered by a freezing wind, we were 
allowed through into East Germany. Undoubtedly, only because they were getting fed up 
with the two surly Belgians who were getting a progressively worse attitude as the ordeal went 
on. я 

“The route from Szcezin that we followed to Belgium was a lot shorter than the one we had 
taken before, like the other Belgians, French, West Germans, and English took again. 
However, our little adventure on the bridge had consumed almost an entire day and we could 

-count ourselves lucky that we didn't have an even more disagreeable time, behind bars, in 
some part of the German Democratic Republic." 


< 250cc GP of East Germany at Apolda 3 July 1966 


“As a result of the financial doldrums which I was already in a quandary over, I decided that 
the East German round would be my last 250cc Grand Prix of the se дон. I thought 1 could 
make more money in the Belgian international motocrosses. At Apolda, I didn't have a real 
good day. I was quickly put out of that contest. 

"In the second moto, Joel- Robert's foot was made prisoner by a bike following a crash. It 
was stuck between the rear wheel and the shock absorber. In order to free Joel, who was in 
considerable pain, it was necessary to take the rear of the bike, apart. So much for 
racing... . 


500cc GP of Belgium at Namur 7 August 1966 


"I am convinced that my first Grand Prix ride on the ‘Citadel’ circuit at Namur was not a 
victory sweep only due to the starter's screw-up. As we lined up in front of the starting grid for 
the first moto, it appeared that Bengt Aberg's and Gunnar Johansson's bikes were trying to 
quit on them. Gunnar immediately headed back toward the pits while we waited back on the 
pre-grid, with the bikes out of gear — in neutral. Nobody thought the starter would drop the 
gate while Johansson was going off in the opposite direction on the course. But that's just 
what happened. I was caught completely off guard and, sure enough, was at the back of pack 
on the first lap. It was a hopeless situation. I was furious, raging internally against the stupid 
starter. It was condition that seemed to benefit my riding. though. The stimulus to pursue 
the already strung-out 'pilotes was enough to leave me, by the end of the moto, in fifth. 

"I was still in a very overwrought state when I went to the start line for the second ‘moto. 
Two hundred meters away from the gate, I was in the lead. A fourth lap crash managed to 
make my favorite place disappear but five laps later, I was in the lead again. It was a 
blistering revenge against the rotten guy who caused me to muff that first start. But when the 
points from the two motos were totaled, I was two points (behind Arthur Lampkin) away 
from the overall win. It was the same thing that had happened in Luxembourg. | had to be 
content with a moral victory. For a long time, I harbored a grudge against that official who, 
with absolute certainty, de prived me of the ple asure of enjoying my first victory in Grand Prix 
a full two years*before it finally happened. * e

King Kenny leads America to 
victory over England

GREAT BRITAIN, APR. 8-10-11 
Fresh from his 
Imola win, Kenny Roberts 
played a captain's part as the 
American team toppled Great 
Britain in the seventh annual 
John Player  Transatlantic 
Trophy series over the Easter 
weekend. 

First he won both races at Brands 
Hatch where the Americans drew with 
the British team, both eight-man 
teams scoring 134 points as they bat- 
tled it out before a record 50,000 
crowd. 

Then, in the rain at Mallory Park 
on Sunday, Kenny powered his Kel 
Carruthers-tuned OW31 Yamaha to 
two more brilliant wins. 

This time his team-mates backed 
him up in superb style, Steve Baker 
(Yamaha), Pat Hennen (Suzuki), Dave 
Aldana (Yamaha), newcomer Skip 
Aksland (Yamaha) and Ron Pierce 


devastating 


(Yamaha) all getting among the points 
to give America a crushing 155 to 106 
victory to put them 49 points ahead. 

But on Monday, Kenny’s luck ran out 
when his engine failed when he was 
leading the first leg. : 

Sheene took over to score his first 
win of the series, leading the British 
squad to their first success - cutting F 
Americans lead.to 37 points. 

But hopes of a home win were 
finally dashed in the sixth and final 
race of the series when Sheene, Read 
and Smart all struck trouble on the 
third lap. 

Britain won the race 68 to 62, but 
lost the series by 31 points. 

Round 1 - Brands Hatch 

The Americans, grimly determined 
to succeed on a day when it looked as if 
the whole world was against them, 
wiped out Britain’s slender three-point 
lead from the first leg to end the 
opening round of the John Player 
Transatlantic Trophy series at Brands 
Hatch on Friday level pegging with 
134 points each. 

Bikes for half the visiting team 








didn't arrive at the Kent circuit until 
early afternoon, thanks to an un- 
scheduled stop over in New York, and 
the added problem of the shipping 
agent having a lie in! 

But with their captain Kenny 
Roberts in superb form, Steve Baker 
riding well, and the team as a whole 
showing their usual unconquerable 
team spirit, the Americans didn't even 
consider the possibility of defeat. 

In the first leg Dave Aldana missed 
the start of the race, after nipping 
back to the paddock for last minute 
alterations to his bike. And though he 
gamely struggled on to finish, in 15th 
place, after Phil Read had crashed on 
the run-in, while dicing with 
American Skip Aksland, the Yanks 
were denied the valuable two points 


because Dave hadn't come under star- 


ter's orders! 

Baker, too, typified the fighting at- 
titude of the visitors. He slid off at 
Druids when leading the second race, 
but with his broken fairing flapping in 
the breeze he kept going to finish fifth. 

With the bikes delayed the 
Americans had to overcome the disad- 
vantage of a skimpy practice period to 
learn the 2.61-mile Brands Hatch GP 
circuit. But even the youngsters 
proved themselves quick learners. 

With experienced stars like Kenny 
Roberts and Steve Baker our front, 
chased by Kawasaki mounted Phil 
Read, American Pat Hennen on the 
new four-cylinder Suzuki and Skip 
Aksland, things looked rosy for the 
Statesiders right from the word go in 
the opening race. 

But Britain's riders started to 
change the picture as the laps rolled 
by. Though Roberts and Baker were 
always ahead, Sheene, like an express 
train, hurried through the pack to 


grab third spot at the end of the fourth X 


lap. . 


For a while it looked as though, he - 


wouldn't catch the. USA pair. But 
slicing seconds off his lap time, until 
he finally slashed 1.4 seconds off the 
existing absolute lap record held join- 
tly by Phil Read and Mick Grant, he 
moved ahead of Baker, just after the 
half-way stage. 

Roberts held the lead till the 10th 
lap, but next time round, to the 
delight of the bulk of the 50,000 
crowd, it was Sheene ahead. 

But Kenny didn’t give up easily. He 
was back in front as the battling pair 
started the final lap, and though there 
was so little in it at the flag, the time- 
keepers couldn’t separate them, the 
race went in Roberts’ favour. 


Sheene had done his bit, but 
Britajn’s.chances of overall victory in 
the series took a dive, literally, when 
Phil Read crashed in the run in to the 
flag with Skip Aksland. 

"I don't know what happened," said 
Phil. "The front end just went away 
from me." 


Phil was lucky to escape the high- 
speed tumble with just a hairline frac- 
ture of the same shoulder he damaged 
in his retirement race at Brands last 
October. 

“If Kawasaki can build me another 
bike I'll race at Mallory and Oulton,” 
he added. But with the bike virtually 
destroyed it wasn’t certain that the 
Kawasaki team could build him 
another machine. 

Read had dropped back after his 
early race challenge thanks to a 
broken tailpipe on the Green Meanie 
from the fourth lap on. But his demise 
saw Mick Grant, Barry Ditchburn and 
Pat Hennen come into the picture. 

Hennen launched an impressive late 
effort that carried him past both the 
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To compliment our fine battery, we're now

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British Kawasaki stars, and helped the 
americans victory bid. 

Seventh home was Aksland, with the 
British midfield runners, Steve 
Parrish, Paul Smart, John Williams, 
and Dave Potter filling the next 
positions. 


Emde, ‘still learning his way round 
was 13th just two fifths of a second in 
front of his teammate Ron Pierce. 


Britain, three points up after that 
opening race, could hardly have been 
bursting- with confidence for the 
second clash. ; 

Read was out, replaced by Roger 
Marshall and Dave Potter had swit- 
ched from intermediate tyres to slicks. 
But it was obviously going to be 
another hard-fought slog. * 

So it was! Roberts again was in 
command as the 16 stars streamed 
down the hill from Paddock Bend, 
and at the end of the opening lap he 
was followed by his team-mates Baker 
and Hennen. 

Sheene made ‚а better start this 
time, and after two laps he was in 
third place, pushing Hennen 
down. But it looked as though Roberts, 
his Yamaha equipped ith a new clutch 
and front tyre, and his shadow Baker, 
would not let Sheene catch them. 

But Barry, riding superbly, started 
to whittle away their lead, and Baker 
seeing the threat, passed his captain, 
and started to extend his lead. 

But with eight laps gone, and Steve 
looking good, he slid off at Druids, 
soon after John Williams had in turn 


come to grief at the same spot, when . 


he arrived at the hairpin without a 
rear brake. Both John and Steve 
remounted, but though Baker was 
able to join the. skirmish,. Williams 
decided to ride round to the start line, 
and wait for the checkered flag. 

Roberts, Sheene breathing down his 
neck, was now in the lead, but though 
the British fans cheered their hero on, 
it was still Roberts, by two-fifths of a 
second at the checkered flag. 

America had lost Gary Scott on the 
seventh lap, but despite his Paddock 
Bend tumble the visitors had done 
enough to win this leg by three points, 
and level the scores. д 

Baker didn’t even have the con- 
solation of third spot, with his vision 


however - 













affected by fuel on his vizor he 
couldn't stop Aksland - the sensation 
of the race. Hennen also nipped 
through for fourth spot. a 

Barry Ditchburn, doped-up to the 
eyebrows to beat off the pain from a 
cracked rib from his Imola crash, was 
sixth home, with Mick Grant fighting 
back to seventh spot after a spot of 
grass-tracking on the first lap during 
the descent from Druids. 

Potter, Parrish and Smart plugged 
the midfield gaps, with Pierce and 
Emde holding off ап out-of-sorts 
Roger Marshall: 

Against the odds the Americans had 
overcome ‘tragedy, lost motor cycles, 
inexperienced teamsters and scant 
practice facilities. It wasn’t looking 
good for Britain in the rounds to come! 


Round 2- Mallory Park 
The-Americans disproved once 
again the myth that they cannot race 
in the rain, with a performance in the 
second round of the John Player Tran- 
satlantic Trophy match races at 
Malloy Park that was nothing less 
than a thrashing of the British squad! 
The final Mallory score, .after two 


- shortened races round a wet and 


miserable Leicestershire circuit, was 
America 155, and Britain, 106. With 
just one round left. British followers 


could only pray for a minor miracle at _ 


Oulton Park. 

At Brands Hatch the two teams had 
ended the day level-pegging on 134 
points. But that was in the. dry! On 
Sunday the Americans proved just how 
competent they are in the wet and it 
was too much for the Brisith. : 

Only Barry Sheene, and to a lesser 
extent Mick Grant, stood up to the 
American onslaught. The visitors 
filled no less than six of the first eight 
places in each race, and if teenager 
Dave Emde hadn't crashed at Gerards 
in the first leg, it would have been an 
even bigger defeat. 

Emde, delighted with things in the 
dry practice periods, went out aiming 
to do his-best in the first race, despite 
the fact he had only ridden in the wet 
once before. 

“TIl try and keep the rubber down 
and the bubble up," he said, but his 
good intentions came to nothing 
when he stepped off at high speed. 

Britain did have injury problems, 
both Phil Read and Barry

Ditchburn were nursing injuries that 
would have sidelined lesser men, and 
unlucky John Williams took a tumble 
in a qualifying heat for the Shellsport 
500cc Championship and had to pull 
out of both team races. 


Kenny Roberts took over where he 
left off at Brands. The American 
dominated both races, but his fellow 
countrymen Dave Aldana, Pat Hen- 
nen, Steve Baker and Skip Aksland 
were magnificent, too. 

Sheene, still not quite at ease with 
the new, powerful 653cc Suzuki four, 
and possibly thinking of more impor- 
tant World Championship races to 
come later in the year, collected a 
fourth and a third from his two 
outings. But neither he, nor the rest of 
the British squad, looked like posing a 
serious challenge to the all-conquering 
visitors. 

Practice was dry, but before the 
racing began the rain began to fall, 
and though it stopped for a while 
before the start of the first team race, 
it started again as soon as that action 
began. 

But it seemed the Americans hadn't 
been told it was wet - or at least, they 
didn't appear.to make any concessions 
to the elements! 

Dave Aldana, a shadow of his for- 
mer self at Brands, snapped back into 
the sort of form that made him so 
popular in the Race of the Year at 
Mallory Park two years ago. He hur- 
tled into the lead and behind him the 
rest of the Americans were well 
massed. F 

Hennen was second, Roberts third; 
then came Baker, Grant, Aksland, 
Sheene, Emde and Steve Parrish. Paul 
Smart, in trouble on the warm-up lap, 
didn’t come under starters orders. He 
joined in, but even though he went the 
full distance, he failed to score points. 

American reserve Kevin Stafford, 
replacing Gary Scott, who had a 
bruised foot from his Paddock Bend 
gymnastics on Friday, was trundling 
round slowly, but he was unlucky 
enough to lock the brakes going into 
the Hairpin and fell off, unhurt. 

It took Roberts six laps to pass Hen- 
nen and four more to pass Aldana for 
the lead. But Dave wasn't prepared to 
step down just because the team cap- 
tain wanted it. He squirted his 
Yamaha to the front next time round. 

Kenny was back in charge a lap 
later, and there he stayed. Pat Hennen 
closed the gap on Aldana to just one 
second in the closing stages, but sud- 





denly the race was cut short. when it 
was feared that American Emde was 
seriously hurt in his fall at the exit to 
Gerards. So after 18 laps the red flag 
went out and the positions at that 
point were the final placings. 

Sheene had closed to within a 
couple of seconds of Hennen, with 
Steve Baker two and a half seconds 
behind him and Aksland grabbing six 
‘at the finish. 

Grant was seventh home, with 
American Ron Pierce eighth,. and 
though the rest of the British squad 
filled the next four spots, the visitors 
were then 28 points up. 

Emde, knocked unconscious in his 
tumble, was soon up and about after 
the scare, but it was decided to let him 
sit the second race out and give Gary 
Scott his chance. 

With the race cut in length from a 
planned 22 laps to 15 at the request of 
the riders, the Americans refused to 
take pity on the groggy British. 

This time Roberts led from start to 
finish, followed throughout by Pat 
Hennen, while Sheene struggled sim- 
ply to keep the pair in sight. 

Fourth home was Steve Baker, who 
took a little while tó warm up, but on- 
ce he had the bit between his teeth, he 
blasted past Skip Aksland and Dave 
Aldana. 

Grant, getting the better of Ron 
Pierce, was again seventh and the 
British supporting cast, led by Dave 
Potter, who just avoided the disgrace 
of being lapped by Roberts, limped 
home well beaten. 

Garry Scott had engine trouble and 
wasn't classed as a finisher, but even 
so, the visitors had earned a 21-point 
advantage, putting them into the third 
round 49 points up and knowing they 
would have to do something extremely 
foolish at Oulton Park to throw this 
one away. 

Round 3 - Oulton Park 

Britain, who suffered a crushing 
defeat at Mallory the day before, 
regained some of their shattered pride 
at Oulton Park on Monday when a 
vastly-improved performance gave 
them a 139 pts. to 119 victory over 
America on the third and last day's 
racing. 

But any hopes they had of reversing 
Sunday’s setback floundered when 
Sheene, Smart and Read all disap- 
peared on the third lap of the second 
team race. = 

Sheene, after another sluggish start 
had moved up to fifth place behind 











Baker, Grant, Roberts and Hennen af- 
ter two laps but a lap later he was out 
of the running with engine trouble. 

Read, too, had mechanical 
problems when the rebuilt Kawasaki 
did a crank while the unlucky Smart 
crashed at Cascades, escaping injury. 

Mick Grant looked as though he 
might prove a real threat to Baker for 
the lead, but it was not to be. Roberts 
nipped ahead ‘of his team-mate Hen- 
nen after five laps then passed Grant a 
lap later. 

The American captain's chance to 
win his fifth race went two laps from 
the flag when he, too, crashed - and 
was forced to spectate the final/stages of 
the team race for the second time that 
day. 

Skip Aksland came off when he 
high-sided his Yamaha at the exit 


from Esso early in the race and his 


somersaulting machine almost hit 
Read. 4 

The American was unhurt, but even 
without him and Roberts the 
Americans hung on. Baker, out on his 
own, was never in danger of being 
caught by Grant but with Hennen 
third, Aldana fifth backed üp by 
Kevin Stafford and Daye Emde in 
eighth and ninth spot the Americans 
had fought off the British comeback. 

Britain's battered pride was given a 
boost when Barry Sheene, shattering 
the lap record with a 1m 35.8s lap - a 
staggering 103.75 mph pipped 
American Steve Baker in the first 11- 
lap team race. 

The Suzuki mounted 500cc world 
champion made another slow start, 
but within five laps of the 2.61 mile 
long circuit he had passed Mick Grant 
on the Kawasaki to move into fourth 
spot: 

Ahead of him were -three 
Americans, Kenny Roberts, Steve 
Baker and Pat Hennen, but already 
Roberts was pulling clear of his rivals. 

It looked as though the American 
captain was going to take his unbeaten 
streak to a record five races but star- 
ting the seventh lap, with a good lead 
over his battling rivals. Kenny's engine 
stopped at Old Hall. 

With Roberts out, the race was wide 
open. Sheene was through to second 
place but Baker, out front, looked 
grimly determined. 

Starting the final lap Sheene was 
still tailing Baker,but then Barry made 
his effort and try as he could Steve 
could not regain the number one spot. . 

Hennen,. who managed to keep the 
pair in sight, was third, and Grant, 
again Britain’s second best rider, was 
fourth at thé flag. 

Newcomer Skip Aksland had a more 
comfortable time after Dave Aldana 
had a worrying. moment out in the 
country, dropping him back several 
places. Skip finished fifth with Barry 


Ditchburn, still sore with a cracked rib. 


souvenir from Imola, a good sixth. 

Paul Smart, after a sluggish start, 
suddenly quickened his pace, and it 
was enough to split the battling pair of 
Phil Read and Roger Marshall. 

Roberts' misfortune and better mid- 
field placings from the British boys, 
helped swing things back in Britain's 
favor and though Dave Potter and 
Steve Parrish had to stop and wait on 
the grass for the final few laps before 
pushing over the line after Sheene's 
win, their action grabbed valuable 
points for the host nation, 

In fact, Sheene's win, and Grant's 
fourth, spearheaded the first British 
race win of the series. They took the 
first leg by 75 to American's 58 - a 
margin of 17 points. 

At this point the visitors led by just 
37 points and a victory for Britain was 
still a possibility. е

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Lonnie Stefan wins 
CRC —

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, MAY 15 
Losing just two seconds, Lonnie 
Stefan, Jr. (Bul) beat out a field 
of over 600 enduro riders to win 
California Racing Club’s (CRC) 
anpual Gullywhomper Enduro. 
Lonnie, Sr. followed his AAA Cycle- 
sponsored son in at fifth overall, first B 
Open. To make it a family sweep, 
Larry Stefan tied for first overall for 
one loopers and took the mini class win 
to boot with a perfect score of 0/0. 
Pitting at Anderson Dry Lake, the 
first loop ran south through the 
"Gullywhompers" which lie in wait to 


. devour bikes for breakfast. The loop 


was typical of CRC first loops, easy 
enough for just about anyone to 
conquer. While the course did run 
through some minor rock fields, trails 
provided a rideable path through. 
Approximately — 20 first-loopers 
managed to zero the loop, attesting, to 
its ridability. 

A treat for the riders surfaced in the 
form of blooming wild flowers, 
providing an unusual setting which all 
appreciated. CRC family enduros are 
usually just that: Tim Chapman tied 
for first overall one loopers and picked 
up the 200 C/Under-16 class win also. 
Father Butch of the Barbenders M.C. 
took fourth overall for the enduro 
while brother Chris took second 
overall, first B/Under-16 Open. Not 
too bad. The Stefan and Chapman 


families almost had to rent a trailer to 


haul all the trophies home. 
The second loop ran nerth across 
open desert, up into some tricky hills, 


into a wash where a sneaky, really 
hidden check awaited. The check crew 
literally hid behind a small ridge and 
jumped out when riders came close. 
That's really earning your pay. 

The middle of the loop was flat, 
open desert, pretty boring stuff until 
the loop circled back into the hills. A 
30 m.p.h. speed average led into a 
tight canyon witha tiebreaker check at 
the ‘end, and had most riders late. 
Still, 11 riders managed to zerb the 
check. Only a few went into the section 
on time. Most gambled that CRC 
would have a check at the end of the 
section, not at the start. They guessed 
right, so more riders zeroed the check 
than layout chief Clint Sweet figured. 
He admitted that he, couldn't zero the 
check while clocking the course. The 
little old shock maker, Gil 
Vaillancourt of Works Performance, 
made it to the check with ease. In fact, 
Vaillancourt said he probably would 
have burned it but a slower rider held 
him up in the tight section. 

Another rider to zero the check was 
UEA President Bob Ashlock on his 
automatic Husky. Ashlock admitted 
that he gambled a little. 

From the check on in it was boogie- 
boogie. Riders who were late to the 
check had ample time to get to the 
finish on time. e.

CRC President Jerry McNeil created 
the trial as an experiment/ alternative 
to the regular enduro which is often 
the "family" variety. On the other 


hand, there was the appeal that it - 


might hold for the desert racer who 
wanted to do something different. 

At 8:01 a.m., the first A and B 
riders started the 32-mile first loop. 
There was a 30-minute motorcycle 
“impound” before each rider's 
number, so each entrant would start 
their bike up .ISDT-style — cold 
engine, off until the number is up. 
The impound caused some confusion 





among some of the B’s and most of the 
C's, who were wondering what to do 
next after parking their bike, or if 
their number had already come up. 

For many, starting was the first big 
test of the trial. Some riders were able 
to get their Japanese bikes going in two 
*or three kicks; some Bultaco riders had 
to kick like crazy; and there were those 
Husky riders who had one heck of a 
time to get moving. The riders who 
really had their starts wired were on 
KTMs. If a rider could get it started 
up, they then had one minute to make 
a 10th of a mile on the course. Some 
blew it and lost 60 points. 

Each loop was highlighted with a 
special test section. Riders would come 
to a check that would indicate the 
beginning of the test; and then on the 
signal from a checkperson, they'd ride 
their hearts out. While you could go as 
fast as possible here, for every minute 
that you were late at the end of the test 
(or at any other part of the trial), 
you'd be down 60 points. Other than 
the all-out speeds on the special 
checks, the average for each loop was 
2] m.p.h. which McNeil reasoned was 
the speed that could be handled by the 
average rider. Riders could make the 
course as fast as they wanted, nobody 
would be penalized for being early at a 
check. 

The first loop took riders north 
through open desert for four miles to 
the first special test. The test (like all 
three special tests) was tight as it 
wound through 2.5 miles of twisty 
sand canyon. After that, there was 
more open country, punctuated by 
sand washes and a couple of hills. This 
loop was perhaps a teaser for C riders, 
but absolutely no sweat for A and B 
riders.

loop claimed several C riders. 


The second loop of 30 miles was 
more of a challenge for A's and B's; 
but what separated the men from the 
boys (namely the C class riders) was 
the killer hill that. waited for riders 
about three miles out of the pit check. 
For the better riders, no sweat; but for 
the C's, it was a disaster. Hapless riders 
were strewn on the side of the hill as 
the more daring types would make a 
mad dash, hit a couple of bike-sized 
rocks, and bounce off the trail. Once 
at the top, riders had no choice but to 
turn left, or go over a sheer drop. 
Some C riders looked as if they'd lose it 
for good in trying to make it to the 
top, but there were those (especially on 
TT500s) who were able to putt their 
way up to the top. 


After that, the course dropped into 
some sandwash and then some 
mountains for the second special test. 
It was on this special test that all riders 
got thrown off when they reached a 
sign that said "End Special Test." 
After reaching this point, many cooled 
it and returned to their 21 m.p.h. 
average, only to find themselves off 
schedule at the next check. The error 
here was on the part of the checkers 
who should've been at the "end test" 
sign. They weren't; the test was 
protested and McNeil threw it out. 


The C’s only went two loops. For 
everybody else, it was a 14-minute 
break before starting on loop three, 
which was the toughest of the trial. 
The 36-mile loop ran easterly with 
whoops at the beginning. The whoops 
were replaced with a tight sand wash 
that ran through some big rocks. This 
was the special test. Once riders made 
it out of there, they trekked across 
some open country until they hit a 
long, sandy uphill. After that, it was 
more sand. And then, some more, as 
riders rode through a’wash until they 
hit a check 10 miles after passing 
. through the special test. After that last 
check, it was more whoops and rollers 
until the finish of the loop. 

The battle for the overall win was 
pretty tight-as Bob Massey (CZ) and 
John Townsend (KTM) — both Open 
A riders — had only one point 
separating them when they completed 
the special test on the first loop. On 
the third loop (remember that the 
second loop test was thrown ou) the 
gap widened up as Massey held 439 
points to Townsend's 477, giving 
Massey the unofficial overall win. Top 
C rider was Roger Buckley (Yam) with 
315 points. 

Except for the second loop test, 
everything went off fairly smoothly. 
Most A and B riders, however, found

that the speed schedule was too slow 
and that there should've been more 
checks in order to catch those who 
were off schedule. They found that it 
was easy — too easy — to stay on 
schedule on the course. Suggestions for 
future trials included more attention 
to time keeping which wasn’t present 
here: all a rider had to do was run 
through as fast as they could before 
their number came up. As a result, 
lots of guys were hanging around 
special test checks waiting to go. Other 
things were suggested, but McNeil 
believed that too many details would 
take away the fun he intended for the 
average rider. Oh, yeah, C riders 
thought that the trial was neat. e 
Results in Results Section.

Armstrong and

CORONA, CA, MAY 4 
The air was nippy Wednesday 


night at Corona but the racing. 


was hot. Thirteen riders came to 
the line for the half mile Money 
race. Craig Armstrong shot off the line 
like a rocket, getting his big Harley to 
the front of the pack. Steve Fortune 
was second with Joe Steffen in third. 
Danny Perkins, last week's winner, was 
in fourth. On lap four, Perkins slipped 
by Steffen to take: over third. 
Armstrong. Fortune and Perkins 
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started a dance that looked like it 
could be put to music. All three were 
running close. Armstrong was riding 
the high groove, Fortune went low and 
Perkins was trying to go in between. 
Steffen his his own problems, when 
Mike Minnig got by on lap five. 
Armstrong was still leading, while 
Fortune and Perkins were literally 
using a draft on him and trying to 
slingshot by. 
pulling away from the rest of the pack, 
with Armstrong still holding. On the 
ninth lap, Steffen reclaimed fourth 
place from Minnig but the gap 
between him and the front runners 
was just too great to make up. When 
the checkered fell it was Armstrong 
going wire-to-wire with Fortune 
second and Perkins third. 

Fortune had already collected two 
wins. The Money TT was his from 
start to finish with Dylan Neihart 
second ‘and Joe Steffen third. The 
Open Expert half mile also fell to 
Fortune, who got the ‘lead imme diately 
with Brad Holt a closé second and 
Randy Roderick third. On lap three, 
Roderick moved by Holt to take over 
second. Holt tried everything he knew 
to regain the position but just couldn't 
out-fox Rodérick. They finished in 
that order. 

Perkins flat socked it to the 250 
Amateur/Experts on the half mile. It 
started out to be a good race between 
Perkins and Minnig but on lap four, 
Міппір'ѕ bike went sour. Stan Kinsey 
moved into second and held it for two 
laps, before a wrong move dropped 
him to third behind Terry Singleton. 
As the checkered came out it, was 
Perkins, Singleton and Rob Selvy. 
Selvy took Kinsey in the last turn in 
another of his come-from-behind 
moves. 

Eddie Drake won three, starting 
with the 125cc Amateur/Expert TT. 
Drake came out fast followed by Mark 
Milazzo and David Hulbert, who 
followed him home in that order. The 
250 and Open Novice TTs were repeat 
performances. Along with his 
victories, he transferred to Amateur in 
the 250 and Open classes. 

Surprise of the night was the 
apperarnce of Mike Tidwell, 20 
pounds lighter and an inch and a half 
taller, but most improtant — walking!

Too bad, too, because Mike Green 
had driven the Bultaco Unlimited 250 
Astro to the fastest heat race and 
Trophy Dash win prior to his early 
lead and forced retirement from the 
big one. Freddie Spencer never 
blinked, for not only had he taken the 
point, but over his shoulder were 
Poovey, Mike Kidd (Pen), and Wes 
Powell (Suz), giving the Shreveport 
wunderkind plenty to think about. 
Spencer’s Bul had seized earlier in the 
Trophy Dash, but now, with a 
different. cylinder, Freddie had it 
made. Until the white flag came out, 
that is. It locked up again, turning the 
Poovey-Kidd-Powell battle for second 
into a dash for the checkers. Terry 
Poovey pulled a little daylight on the 
last lap to finish first, while Powell 
surprised Kidd in the last turn with a 
pass for second.

start when he discovered that repairs 
to his brakes before the final didn't 
work. Try as he might, riding 
brakeless on a mile is no easy business. 

By lap five Palmgren had hold of 
second ‘with Eklund and Keener 
following. Morehead, holding position 
and waiting for things to sort out saw his 
top spot possibility go away when his 
steel shoe caught while diving into 
Turn One, ripping the toe of his boot 
and somehow popping his toes out on 
top of his skid shoe. “It was like riding 
in my sandals." was all a very 
disappointed Steve would say 
afterwards. 

Gary Scott had been on the move all 
'this time, slowly creeping up into a 
spot of contention while Kidd 
appeared to hold his safe lead. 
Charging into lap nine Keener and 
Eklund fought as did Palmgren and 
Scott. Palmgren was experiencing a 
surge problem in his carbs which 
cured itself, but lost Chuck his early 
lap advantage. 

The second pack members were 
experiencing problems as well. 
Romero had changed to lower 
gearing, but found his engine slowed. 
That problem compounded with a 
stuck carb float frustrated Gene all 
during the race. Skip Aksland had 
electrical problems which made his 
mount run on thé straights, but not in 
the corners. As a result he “held up" a 
few of the riders behind him. Billy 
Eves was one who couldn't get around 
Aksland or Romero although once he 
did he began to move. Phil McDonald 
lost his advantage when his new front 
tire wouldn't hook up and wobbled in 
the early laps. Bubba Rush went faster 








than he ever had at San Jose, but it 
wasn't quick enough. Alex Jorgensen 
gave it everything he had on the Wood 
Norton to the delight of a lot of fans in 


_the stands. Rex Beauchamp was also 


mired in traffic, yet once free he rode 
his own line and put his power to use 
moving up to sixth at the flag. Ted 
Boody had carb problems which 
slowed his attack although he rode the 
wheels off his bike to make up for the 
problem. 

Past the halfway flags the tally still 
read Kidd, Keener, Eklund, Palmgren 
and Scott with swap and swap again 
rubberband riding going on. Scott 
nipped Keener for second on Lap 14 
into Turn One with Corky returning 
the favor on the back straight. The 
front runners began to close the gap 
on Kidd by Lap 15. Kidd, felt the 
engine slow (later explained as the 
chain binding from laps 15 through 
20). 

In the meantime Scott had closed 
the gap and took Kidd for the lead 
with five laps remaining with Eklund 
dropping Kidd to third quickly after. 
Eklund then put Scott in second as 
Keener closed on Kidd, Scott hung on 
then lost ground only to make it back 
up as the laps ticked off. 

With two laps to go, Eklund began 
to move, but then slowed as his battery 
vibrated loose, damaging the wires 
and leaving the engine to run on the 
straights, but not in the corners. Scott 
closed down the back straight and 
then passed Eklund as the pair entered 
the third turn.‘ The pair stayed side by 
side until exiting turn four where, in 
Eklund’s words, “I thought the engine 
was going to die completely.” It didn’t, 





but Scott pulled off about a four bike 
length advantage at the flag. 

Keener, saying he had gotten tired 
in the final laps, saw a puff of smoke 
from Kidd’s bike as the chain 
apparently locked and then popped 
off. Kidd pulled over and Keener 
moved on to third. Boody held off 
Palmgren to the flag. 

Following Palmgren it was tooth- 
and-nail`as a herd took sixth to the 
flag. Beauchamp €aked it out over 
Eves with Aksland, McDonald and 
Collins taking it right down to the flag. 

“This signals the beginning for me,” 
said a jubilant Gary Scott, “and a 
turning point. I've beer plagued with 
bad luck: since: the beginning of the 
season. Now I believe we've (Scott, 
tuner Carl Patrick and sponsors Evel 
Knievel and J.R. Kelly) turned things 
around. The momentum is now 
behind me and I’m gonna keep 
rolling." LI

Moisseev wasted no time catching 
Everts and on the next lapped repassed 
Everts in exactly the same place where 
Everts had passed him. 

On the fifth lap Torleif's chances for 
a good finish ‘were ended when his 
Kawasaki's chain broke. Bad luck for 
Torleif who was forced to miss the first 
round in Spain because of a dislocated 
shoulder, suffered in a French Inter- 
national the week before Spain and 
scored a third in the second race in 
Switzerland the week before coming to 
Belgium. With Hansen out Andre 
Malherbe and his potent KTM 
inherited third spot, with Jean-Paul 
Mingels (Montesa) and Raymond 
Boven (Montesa) in fourth and fifth. 
Moisseev steamed on and finished the 
18 laps in 47.33.75 for 15 points with 
Everts only. five seconds behind in 
second. 

Greatest. come-from-behind effort 


" was demonstrated by'Moisseev's little 


teammate Vladimir Kavinov. Starting 
outin 20th place after a bad start 
he was dropped further back when his 
chain jumped off on the third lap 
grinding up a steep muddy hill. He 
rolled the chain over the rear sprocket, 
got restarted, rode down the hill and 
charged back up again. Giving it all he 
had he moved steadily through the 
pack to net one point for 10th place. 
On that muddy, rainy circuit it took 
Kavinov a lot of heart and deter- 
mination to race the way he did. 

Hans Maisch came to Belgium nur- 
sing a bad head cold and in the first 
race was taken off when. Baborovsky 
crashed into Hans Maico. Hakan 
Carlquist, Husqvarna's only full fac- 


tory supported rider, crashed into a 
thick wooden stake whena slower rider 
changed lines in front of him and took 
Hakan's front wheel out from under 


.him. The crash was serious and Hakan 


was taken to the hospital with a 
suspected broken right leg below the 
knee and damaged right thumb. 

In the second race Moisseev 
holeshotted again and took his factory 
KTM to first place from start to finish 
with a 20-ѕесопа lead at the 
checkered flag over Torao Suzuki. The 
amazing fact is that Torao did it ona 
box stock RM250- with no.special 
engine, pipe or trick parts and without 
the help of factory mechanics. A 
Japanese friend of his helped him do 
the wrenching. Torao was almost 
caught on the last lap by hard 
charging Kavinov who finished third 
only a second behind. 

Torleif Hansen, whose factory 
Kawasaki is recognized as THE fastest 
250 on the track, finished fourth and 
Everts brought his factory Bultaco, 
tuned by Pomeroy's former mechanic 
Rubio, into fifth place for second 
overall for the day. 

Marty and his factory Ossa kept it 
together this time and although he 
finished out of the points in 13th 
place, he was happy that he finished 
and knows that each time out he's 
gaining more experience which will 
help him put it all together for some 
better finishes. 

At the end of the day it was Moisseev 
first overall with a 1-1 for 30 big poin- 
ts. Everts was secondwith his 2-5 for 18 
points and Maiherbe was third with 3- 
8 for 13. 

After three rounds Moisseev has pulled 
farther ahead with 66 points, Everts is 
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second with 46 and Raymond Boven is 
third in the World Championship with 
38. 

The Belgian Grand Prix marked the 
first of three races for the Camel 
Challenge in the 250 class. The other 
races will be in Italy on the eighth of 
May and in Finland on the 21st of 
August which is also the final round of 
the 250 World Championship. Camel 
will also sponsor the Trophy des 
Nations (250) in Holland on the 
11th of September.

Meriden factory workers who liberated 
Triumph from the go-go guys. 

Now there are 700 people employed 
making Bonnevilles and. spare parts. 
Each worker earns the same minimum 
wage. and after one year's 
employment every one becomes a 
“beneficiary of a sort. of- profit- 
sharing trust that owns the factory and 
now its American sales corporation. 
Meriden’s eight unions act as one, hire 









and fire their own bosses, and workers 
share whatever profits the company 
may earn. It isn’t socialism; it isn’t 
capitalism; I don’t know what you call 
the Triumph system. But it seems to 
work. 

In a few years the company has to 
start paying back a. $10 million 
government loan, but with a modern 
classic 750cc motorcycle to sell for 
under $2,000 in this country, they just 
might get solvent. After all, Harley- 
Davidson pioneered the marketing of 
motorcycle nostalgia, and 'they didn't 
even have The Fonz to help. ө
